Charles P. Salen, a native of Ports- 


mouth,'but for many years a resident 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and ons of the 
roost picturesque public men and poli- 
ticians that city has profluced, died 
recently after a long: illness caused 
by'pernicious anemea. 
He was 63. 


. Mr. Salen is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Mamie Schwab alen, two daugh- 
ters and a sister. 


Mr. Salen was a stormy petrel. In 


Democratic politics ever since he "was 
old enough to vote. He was One of 
Cleveland's most picturesque 
politi- 


cians in an era when politicians were 
picturesque. He held a dozen or more 
public jobs during: his life time and 
for years was the Warwick of 
the 


Democrats. 


He was born Dec. 5, IS SO, In this 


city, and .went to Cleveland as a. boy 
of 7. He passed through the public 
schools and Concordia college, and in 
3S7S began work on the West Side 
Sentinel, where he remained 
until 


1SS1. 


In that year he got Into politics, 


which had been -attractive, and before 
lonjj was somewhat of a boss. He be- 
came city -clerk in .1583, held the Job 
until 1SS5, was out two years, then 
went back from 1SS7 to 13S9. 


With Mayor John araley, 
whose 


last term was his 
third, 
available 


Democratic talent was passing. 
No 


new leaders had been raised to re- 
place the old ones, in proportion that 
M. H. Hunna and Robert E. McKisson 
were revivifying the -county Republi- 
can forces. 
Deciding that the- 
time 


was at hand for a new deal in the- 
Democratic 
organization—so 
the 


story goes—Mr. Salon in 1SOD went 
to Brooklyn, X. Y., and induced Tom 
t. Johnson to return to Cleveland and 
resume political activity. 


Mr. Selen helped manage the first 


Johnson mayorality cam^uicrn in 1301, 
and was rewarded with another cab- 
inet position. He was one of the men 
to develop the city park systems and 
in 1903 was the man who induced 
Mayor Johnson to take "Keep Off"
